PROVINCIAL  PARLIAMENT. 


PRIVATE  BILLS. 


All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  .Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  Amei'ica  Act,  1867,”  whether  for 
the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railroad, 
Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  Line ; the  construction 
Or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam,  or 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade  or 
calling,  or  of  any  Joint  tStock  Company;  or  otherwise 
for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  any  ex- 
clusive or  peculiar  rights  or  priviledges  whatever,  or 
for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its  operation 
would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other  parties,  or 
relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  community  ; or  for 
making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former 
Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  to 
be  published  as  follows : — 

A notice  inserted  in  the  Briti.su  Columbia  Gazette, 
and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  District  affect- 
ed, or  if  tliere  be  no  newspaper  publislied  therein,  then 
in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a 
newspaper  is  published. 

Such  notice  shall  bo  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  w'ceks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Fetition. 

Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in  a 
Privjite  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is  pre- 
sented to  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intemling 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  uj)on  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  the  preceding  rule,  also  at  the  same 
time  and  in  tlie  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege, 
the  height  of  the  arclies,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels, 
and  mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a 
draw-bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

KXUERBT  FROM  RULES  AND  ORDERS  RELATING  TO  FEES 
ON  I’RIVATE  BILLS. 

66.  The  parties  seeking  to  ol)tain  a Private  Bill, 
shall  pay  the  Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
drtal  dollars  before  the  First  Reading  thereof,  and  an 
additional  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  immediately 
after  the  Second  Reading  thereof.  And  no  such  Bill 
shall  be  read  a First  Time,  or  committed  after  Second

ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  cojiies  of  the  newspapers,  en- 
dorsed “ Application  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  pi’oposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piei’s,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  .sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ; and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  of  printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be 
levied  immediately  after  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  in  each 
House  within  the  first  ten  days,  and  Private  Bills 
witliin  the  first  two  w'eeks,  of  each  Session.

the  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  September,  1889, 
Chapter  100  of  the  Consolidated  Orders  in  Council  of 
Canada,  owing  to  the  fact  that  such  suh-section  is  a 
sub-section  of  section  24,  limits  the  application  of  its 
provisions  to  the  method  by  which  a settler  may  earn 
his  patent  under  that  .section,  although  it  was  intended 
when  the  Regulations  were  framed  that  the  provisions 
of  sub-section  (f)  should  apply  to  each  of  the  methods 
respectively  provided  for  earning  a patent  by  sections 
22  and  23  as  well  as  by  section  24  of  the  Regulations. 

His  Excellency,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  56 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  intituled  “An  Act  respecting 
the  Public  Lands  in  British  Columbia,”  and  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Queen’s  Privy  Council  for 
Canada,  is  pleased  to  order  that  sub-section  (f)  of 
section  24  of  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th 
September,  1889,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : — 

“ (L)  Proof  of  the  residence  and  improvements 
required  by  this  section,  and  the  two  sections  which 
immediately  precede  it,  shall  be  made  by  the  claimant 
by  affidavit,  and  shall  be  corroborated  by  the  evidence 
on  oath  of  two  disinterested  witnesses  resident  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  land  affected  by  their  evidence,  and 
accepted  as  sufficient  by  the  Commissioner  of  Dominion 
Lands,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  a Member  of  the  Land 
Board  ; such  affidavit  shall  be  sworn  and  such  testi- 
mony given  before  the  local  agent,  or,  in  his  absence, 
the  senior  clerk  performing  his  duties,  or  some  other 
person  named  for  that  purpose  by  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior.”
